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The Zionist Congress Opens. 


A COMPETENT observer, on a visit to Germany about: this 
time last'vear, noted as one of the most significant signs of 
the times the evidences, on railway bookstalls, in bookshops, 
and on poster hoardings, of an alarming addiction to the 
pseudo-science of astrology. The nerves of the German people, 
he rightly pointed out-——and it must be remembered that this 
Was at a moment when many thoughtful people believed that 
Hitlerism had shot its bolt and was on the decline—appeared to 
have given way. Despairing of useful guidance from human 
agencies, they were resorting on a large scale to divination 
by the stars, were in a state of extreme credulity, and 
were prepared to believe any fable, provided only that it 
was suflticiently fantastic. In such state of mental 
decrepitude Hitlerism, indeed, found its. chance. No lie 
about. the Jews could be too gross to be swallowed, and 
the fatuous delusion that the Jewish race was engaged in plot- 
ting to secure the domination of the world was embraced with 
avidity. The contemplation of these phenomena may cause 
almost a sensation of nausea at the thought of the dire 
abjection to which the human mind can descend, but we are 
enabled to understand how an intelligent and cultivated 
nation has accepted without protest the grotesque chinoi- 
series of Teutonic race-ology’ and the doctrine of the noble 
and uncontaminated Aryan. It enables one to understand, 
too, how only a few days ago the egregious Editor of the 
Voelkischey Beobachter. the organ of the Nazi Party, could 
make the “Aryan flesh creep with the tale that the infamous 
“ Protocols of the Secret Elders of Zion” were the minutes of 
the first Zionist Congress, and that, presumably, the “ Elders 
of Zion,’ in their present Congress in Prague, were about to 
resume their secret plotting against civilisation. 

The reality about the Zionist Congress is, of course, vastly 
different. Of all international groupings the Jews are perhaps 
the most haphazardly organised and disunited. Compared 
with the Jewish people the Roman Catholic Church or the 
Presbyterians are as an organised army to a chaotic rabble, 
The Zionist Congress exists to deal with only one factor 
ins Jewish life—the crucial factor, if you choose, and a 
key to many others—but it remains that the Congress 
cannot claim to represent the whole of the Jewish people 


or to be in any save a narrow sense a World Jewish 
Congress. Yet at the present moment it must play the part 
of a World Jewish Congress, for there is no better or more 
comprehensive organisation available. Great numbers of non- 
Zionists are now looking to the Congress to furnish some 


solution for the agony of the Jews of Germany. The presence, 


at the Congress of the PRESIDENT OF THE BOARD OF DEPUTIES, 
ah event unprecedented in the history of Anglo-Jewry, is a 
remarkable tllustration of the change in the situation of the 
Zionist Organisation that has been wrought by recent events. 
He had come, Mr. NEVILLE LASKI said in the speech he made 
at the opening session of the Congress, to demonstrate the 
solidarity of Jewry in this hour of crisis. For the majority 
of the delegates to the present Congress“ solidarity” and 
unity.” are probably the watchwords of the day, and it was 
to be hoped that in this spirit there would be a genuine 
endeavour to subordinate party differences within the Zionist 
Movement to the pressing necessities of the situation. Unfor- 
tunately, in the first few days of the Congress, there have been 
indications that party animosities and ideologies have not 
been controlled. The hostility between right wing and left 
wing is being zealously fostered. The presence of delefiates 
in umform shirts was a childish and wanton provocation. 
Can it be that some have not learned from events in 
Germany how the use of uniforms can in itself be a serious 
menace to the preservation of peace’ And can they not see 
what is plain to the meanest intelligence, that if the parties do 
not put Jewry and Zionism first, and their party programmes 
second, they ave likely to find that amid all the snapping and snar!l- 
ing someone else will go off with the bone. How often in Jewish 
history has internecine strife led to disaster! The lesson ought 
to have been learned long ago. And vet with curious blindness 
there has been party squabbling over the precise form of the 
resolution to be submitted to Congress on the German situation. 
What grounds for party division there can be here passes com. 
prehension. ‘The onlooker has only one message to the delegates 
in Congress. Get on with the work of finding common ground 


and doing practical work! If you da not, vou are playing false 


to the Jewish cause! 


Jewry: Week by Week. 


Dr. Montefiore and Jewish Nationalism. 

The Old Guard of anti-Zionism has not surrendered, though 
there have been some notable. defections from its ranks. Dr. 
(laude Montefiore's letter to Tune Times last week read like a last 
nvinute’s desperate attempt to wave the flag before the little band 
of survivors is overwhelmed by the flood, There was no attempt 
to re-argue the position in the light of the German situation; 
Dr. Montefiore contented himself with a _ re-aftirmation of his 
standpoint that the Jew’s fatherland is the land of his adoption. 
The statement was very much qualified, 1 is true, and was 
strictly limited in its application to four named states, Italy, 
Holland, France and England. Do we see here a tacit admission 
that Germany is excluded from the argument’ For if it be 
50, the case is virtually given away. If the Jew’'s fatherland is the 
land in which he is well-treated, at what precise point does anti. 
Semitism become sufficiently oppressive to render the Jew an 
alien? The fact is that Dr. Montefiore, with all the honesty of 
purpose with which we unhesitatingly credit him, has not on this 
topic sufficient perspicuity to realise that he is merely juggling 
with words. «In this, of course, he is not alone ; it is an error ¢com- 
mitted by most people who argue about “ nationalism,” on which 
there has been more muddled thinking than perhapsany other subject 
in the realm of political philosophy. We are not being paradoxical in 
saying that we agree with Dr. Montefiore as far as he goes. We 
believe. with him, that it is mere perversity to attempt to argue that 
Britain is not the fatherland .of the British Jew. We are prepared 
to affirm that even in this present moment Germany is the father- 
land of the German Jew. What Jew born in this country, with its 
proud traditions instilled into him from his earliest years, with 
ecstatic delight in its natural beauties, admiration for the charac. 
teristics of its population, and the feeling that things are done 
here better than in most other countries, does not feel that 
tugging of the heart-strings at the thought of it which is the 
proof of patriotism? But we go further, and it is here we part 
cémpany with Dr. Montefiore. The loyalty to Zion is, we know 
from inner conviction, not incompatible with loyalty to the 
land of one’s birth. The same tugging at the heart-strings 
which in the one case we call patriotism moves us when we 
think of the hills and valleys of Eretz Yisrael, of the miracle of the 


survival of the Jewish people, of the proud story of its history and — 
literature of the unity which binds Jew with Jew whether he be 
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born in Kamchatka or Abertiller¥. But for this we have no term of 
political art to describe it by—only the name Zionism. And we are 
proud of béth loyalties, for we see in them no conflict, and in their 
possession no weakening, but an enrichment, of human personality. 


Who Secured the Minorities Treaties ? 


In recent months the value of the Minorities Treaties that were 
appended to the various Treaties of Peace after the Great War has 
been much discounted. The optimism of their begetters has been 
very much belied, and the cardinal blunder of not securing the 
formulation of a Minorities Treaty generally applicable to all States 
members of the League of Nations only too poignantly realised. 
No one argues, however, that the Minorities Treaties have not been 
beneficial and they are operating to secure a comparative degree of 
tranquillity for minorities, Jewish and non-Jewish, in several 
countries. Not all those instrumental in drafting the Treaties 
shared entirely the full flush of enthusiasm; theelder Statesmen, who 
remembered how Rumania had evaded in the case of the Jews 
the provisions of the Treaty of Berlin, did not refrain from striking 
a note of caution. Chief among them was Lucien Wolf, whom we 
in this country are proud to think of as one of the foremost in the 
fight for Jewish rights before the Peace Conference. The shares 
taken by the various Jewish delegations in Paris in 1919, English, 
French, American and East European, have been the subject 
of a certain amount of controversy. The dispute has now been 
taken a stage further by the publication of Dr. Janowsky’s book 
on Jews and the Minorities Treaties. He has had access to a good 
deal of unpublished material in the archives of various organisations 
and in private hands in the United States, and it is to American 
Jewry that he is disposed to give most of the credit. There is much 
more to be said on the matter, however, and the final answer will 
perhaps be given when Lucien Wolf's Diary of the Peace Conference 
is made available. It is now. we believe, in the Mocatta Library, 
and we hope that. the researchers will get to work on it at once, 
And, writing as we do on the third anniversary of Lucien Wolf's 
death, we may be allowed to express the hope that the volume of 
his Essays contemplated by the Jewish Historical Society as a 
memorial to him will not be longer delayed.

From THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of August 24th, 1883. 


ST. PETERSBURG, August 21st. 
Wits reference to the expulsion of an English Jew from St. Peters- 
burg last week, the British Foreign Office: telegraphed to the 
British Embassy here on Saturday last for an explanation, and 
have no doubt by this time been put into possession of all the 
facts of the case. At the same time with the representative of 
Messrs. Raphael Tuck & Sons, an American Jew was alsoexpelled, 
and both gentlemen left together for Warsaw, after passing 
four days at St. Petersburg. The expuls‘on consisted, as usual 
in such cases, of a police endorsement made upon both their 
passports, with the simple prohibition to live or stay in St. 
Petersburg.. Had they accepted the offers of the British and 
American Consuls to apply to the Prefect for permission for 
them as a favour to finish their business, as in the case of Mr. 
Lewisohn, they might no doubt have prolonged their stay. Itis 
not likely that the Russian authorities would be over strict in 
such a case, after the repeated protests which have been made 
by the British and American Governments. As it was, both 
gentlemen declined to ask such a favour if they could not 


demand it as a right, and therefore nothing could be done for 
them. 


Federation of Synagogues. 


The following is a copy of a notice that is to be posted up in the 
halls of all the Synagogues of the Federation aud at the Federation 
Cemetery : 

“ Since time immemorial it has been customary for our people to 
frequent their Cemeteries during the month of Ellu!, and offer up prayers 
for their departed relatives, and, at the same time, make offerings to 
charity. The Honorary Officers of the Federation have decided 
that this money, so freely and generously offered by our people, 
should reach only worthy charitabie institutions. To achieve this 
end, members of the IExecutive and delegates of the Board will be on 
duty on the Ground during this month for the purpose of receiving 
such offerings at the consecration of memorials and to give temporary 
receipt for that money to each donor. An official receipt will be forwarded 
by post from the office later. All money collected on our Ground, without 
any deduction whatsoever, is handed over to charity. The Honorary 
Officers hope that the public will help them and the many gentlemen 
acting as honorary collectors by handing over all offerings only to the 
honorary collectors." 

The money distributed to various charities by the Federation from 
these offerings during the last three years amounted to £1,282.

The Deputies and Germany. 


Is there any Ground for Opposition ? 


From Rabbi Dr. SAMUEL DAICHES. 
To the Editor of THe Jrewisnh CHRONICLE. 


Sik,—Allow me to put one or two considerations before 
Mr. Horowitz and Councillor Davis and their associates in the 
present crisis. 

What is the difference between their attifude to the German. 
Jewish situation and the attitude of the Joint Foreign Committee 
and its joint Chairmen? It seems to me that the main difference is 
this: Mr. Horowitz and Councillor Davis and their associates are for 
an officially proclaimed boycott, and were for the holding of the 
procession, while the Joint Foreign Committee and its Chairmen are, 
at present, against an officially proclaimed boycott and were 
against the holding of the procession. Let us see what this 
difference amounts to. Let me take the procession first. The Joint 
Foreign Committee and its Chairmen, and many other leading 
members of the Community, were against the procession for these 
reasous : 

l. The procession would not influence British public opinion in 
favour of our Cause. 2. The procession might have an adverse effect 
upon British public opinion. 38. There might be unpleasant 
incidents during the procession. It is pleasing to know that (8) did 
not happen. It is difficult to dogmatise on (2). Let us say that (2) 
did not happen. But it is certain, from all we know, that (1) came 
true. It means that, at best, the procession did no harm. It had no 
positive good result. The Chairmen of the Joint Foreign Committee, 
as responsible leaders, conld not take any risks and were fully justi 
fied in advising against holding the procession. Even now, with 
the knowledge that the procession was dignified and passed off 
without any untoward incident, one can say that the procession 
was unnecessary. Any action which does not /ic/p the Cause is 
unnecessary, 

Now as to the boycott. The Joint Foreign Committee and its 
Chairmen are, at present, against an officially declared boycott. 
There are many reasons for this attitude. Let me mention only a 
few. First, authoritative opinion, both here and abroad, has it-thata 
boycott officially proclaimed by the Board of Deputies would increase 
the Jewish suffering in Germany. Second, an officially proclaimed 
boycott may othetwise have consequences which cannot be foreseen. 
Third, even if we proclaim an official boycott, we have no power to 
enfarce it. It is the individual boycott that is important. Let me 
call it the. voluntary boycott. The President of the Board of Deputies 
has often emphasized the importance of the voluntary boycott. 

Looking at the whole matter dispassionately, one must come to 
the conclusion that there is, in fact, very little difference between 
the attitude of Mr. Horowitz amd Councillor Davis and their 
associates and the attitude of the Joint Foreign Committee and its 
Chairmen. 

On the other hand, the Joint Chairmen of the Joint Foreign 
Committee have done a great deal of work in many directions since 
the beginning of the crisis. And one can also point to results. The 
fight is very diflicult—lewry was never up against such determined 
foes as the present rulers of Germany. But the fight is going on. 
Mr. Horowitz, in his ftirst letter, makes light of the Queen's Hall 
Protest Meeting. But that meeting had a great moral effect on the 
whole civilized world. Dr. Eddy’s recent lecture to a Nazi audience 
in Berlin bears witness to this fact. Mr. Easterman, as reported by you, 
gibes at approaching Foreign Offices and at ~ the atmosphere of the 
Courts—-the Law Court and New Court.” Well, the sympathy of 
the Foreign Offices is important. To have as President of the Board 


_of Deputies a man with a judicial mind and accustomed to address 


High Court judges—-some of the best brains in the country 

is also very important. When Mr. Laski became President 

of the Board of Deputies, no one foresaw the Nazi onrush. 

The President has been battling with it courageously, loyally

In short, when the differenc.s; referred to above are reduced to 
their right proportions, very little substance remains in the com. 
plaint and criticisms of Mr. Horowitz and Councillor Davis, and 
their associates. Why then this bitterness? Why this inflamed 
opposition? It all seems so futile. Let us all unite and, with 
dignity and effectiveness, fight for the common cause.

Sirn,—Two versions of the proceedings at the last meeting of 
the Board of Deputies have already appeared in your correspon- 
dence columns, and I do not propose to add athird. I would, how- 
ever, like to point out to Mr, Diamond, who undertakes Mr. Laski's 
defence, that those who voted for the boycott motion were not the 
only members present who considered that the motion was not 
given a full and fair hearing. I venture to think that errors of the 
kind to which I refer are more likely to undermine confidence in 
the leadership than differences of opinion on questions of substance 
like that of the Board's attitude to the boycott. On this latter point, 
the Board has given its decision (although the majority present 
abstained from voting altogether), and I for one am prepared-to let 
the past bury its dead. Nor do | think that any practical purpose 
is to be served at the present juncture by arguments as to whether 
or not the Board is a sufficiently democratic body. What is of 
importance is the evidence which is accumulating almost daily to 
prove that the boycott is not only a natural result of the Jewish 
persecution, but that it is an effective weapon in the fight against 
Hitlerism, and it should be the concern of all who are impressed by 
this evidence to see to it that the effectiveness of this weapon is 
increased. For this reason. the proposal made by Mr. Horowitz for 
the formation of a representative body to strengthen the boycott is 
to be warmly welcomed.

Sin EDWARD DAVID STERN, Bart., of Carlton House Terrace. 
5.W.1, Fan Court, Chertsey, Surrey, and Angel Court, E.C., head of 
the firm of Stern Brothers, merchant bankers, who died on April 
17th, aged 78, son of the late Viscount de Stern and brother of the 
first Lord Wandsworth, left estate of the gross value of £640,964, 
with net personalty £586,415. He left: 

£6,000 to his cousin, Frederick Claude Stern, and £4,000 to Charles A.

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


Enemies of their People. 


“y 28 great arson case, which dragged its weary length along for 

several months, came to its conclusion last week and ended 
in the only way that the evidence permitted. It presented to the 
astonished public gaze a gang of criminals seeking dishonest gain 
by methods as thorough-going and reckless as they were sinister 
and wicked. Their depredations exhibited a callousness that can 
rarely have been exceeded in the annals of organised tobbery, and 
the fact that they have been laid by the heels at last and will, for 
some time at any rate, be no longer free to prey upon society will 
bring a sense of reassurance and relief to all who are concerned for 
the decencies of daily life and the ordered security of the State. In 
common with all men of goodwill we reprobate and denounce their 
crimes, as citizens. Whether we can.also fairly be ealled' upon to 
denounce them in our capacity as Jews, there may be some who 
will question. They may argue that others, besides Jews, were 
involved in the diabolical plot, that the respective religious bodies 
to which they belonged did not recognise any special duty of 
denunciation, that to assume such a duty implied acceptance of 
the proposition that Jews alone of all communities must invari- 
ably rise above the weaknesses of human nature, and can be 
summoned to explain themselves whenever they transgress an 
impossible standard of collective perfection. They may resent a 
demand in which there is implicit the evil theory that Jews as such 
ure naturally prone to law-breaking and must suffer,-as a body, for 
the delinquencies of individuals. And they may indignantly deny 
the right to discuss infractions of the Law on a basis of race or 
creed. Moreover, they would find warrant for their opinion in the 
attitude of the Judge who-tried the case referred to with so much 
fairness and patience, for when one of the non.Jewish defendants 
introduced an allusion to Jews in the course of his evidence, Mr. 
Justice Humphreys promptly silenced him. 


EVERTHELESS, we have to deal with the facts of Jewish life 
as they are, and not as they should be. A hard unwritten 
law has decreed, through the ages, that all Israelites are pledges, 
one for the other, and we are beset, willy nilly, with the curse which 
makes it almost inevitable that when Jewish black sheep are 
discovered, all the flock, in some minds, are instantly, coloured 
black. We may dislike it and protest against it, but we cannot 
escape it. Moreover, the recent trial was peculiarly one which 
Jews cannot pass over in silence. The charge on which the 
prisoners were arraigned happened to be one which is brought with 
especial insistence against our people. It is calculated to lend 
plausibility to the appalling theory that Jews are a community of 
incendiaries. And now that the men in question have been convicted 
of an atrocious fire-raising conspiracy the stigma of arson may, 
for some people, be indelibly stamped upon our Community. Men 
not governed by unthinking prejudice will realise that there are 
tens of thousands of Jews who go on paying their fire insurance 
premiums throughout their lives without ever dreaming of 
setting their premises alight. These Jews resent. and rightly resent, a 
stigma which is undeserved, which springs from a distorted sense of 
proportion, and which would be affixed to no other body of men and 
women inthesame circumstances. Further, they declare that the Jews 
.who were convicted last week sinned, by their behaviour, against 
the very elementary teachings of the Jewish faith. They offended, 
not because they were Jews, but because they were not. They were 
renegade Jews who flouted Judaism and brought dishonour on the 
faith to which they were nominally attached. They are despised 
and repudiated by the great mass of the decent law-abiding Jewish 
people—they and all their wretched works. It would be well that 
non-Jews should note and thoroughly digest these facts. 


BROT, having said so much, it is also imperative that our Community 

should turn its attention inward, ahd ‘give serious thought 
to the problem which the existence among them of such characters 
as these convicted incendiaries presents. They are characters 
morally diseased. ‘These men, every one of them, must have 
been fully aware of the persistence with which the arson 
charge has been advanced against Jews. They must have 
known what effect the unravelling of their gigantic con- 
Spiracy was apt to produce upon the communal reputation. 
But, in their mad greed, either they did not stop to think or they did 
not care. The lust for quick fortunes swept every consideration 
before it and hurried them headlong into crime which might have 
ended in murder. It even blinded them into the incredibly fatuous 
belief that they might spin a huge web of conspiracy involving 
® large gang of malefactors, without their plot becoming known, 
and ended by subjecting them, it is alleged, to blackmail 
and the exposure of their machinations through the treachery 
ofanonJew whom the Judge scathingly characterised from the 
Bench. How is the Community to cleanse itself of such back- 
sliders? Up till a year or two ago, it was the practice of THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE to-pillory law-breakers in a sort of rogues’ 
calendar. The proceeding was not generally approved. It was held 


— 


that this record of what looked like mass Jewish criminality was 
misleading and took no account of such things as proportion. 
On the other hand, I am told that the procedure referred to did 
exercise a considerable deterrent effect, and perhaps nipped many 
acts of misconduct in the bud. There are, perhaps, some in the 
Community who would not look askance on the revival of the 
erstwhile practice, as an act of defence against catlous enemies of 
their people. 


THER measures have been suggested. I have heard it proposed 
that Jews convicted of serious offences against the law should 

be excluded from the Synagogue. Indeed, I have been told that one 
of the reasons why Doochaning was dropped in one of the leading 
Synagogues was that there was nothing to prevent a shady 
character, who happened to be a Cohen, from standing up with the 
others and intoning the sacred benediction. But Synagogues are 
surely meant as much for sinners as for the other kind (if any there 
be), and he would be taking a great deal upon himself who bolted 
the door of the House of Worship against them. The point, in fact, 
raises another of far more pertinence and validity. Is the weak 
ness of the Synagogue itself responsible for the types we are 
condemning? Is our religious teaching tuned in the right 
key? And is there enough of it? How many of the incendiaris 
were attached to a Congregation at all? What perverted notion 
could have led those who were—including the leader of the 
gang-—to suppose that fire-raising. possibly issuing in murder, was 
compatible with conformity to the Jewish faith? It is a very serious 
question whether we have not stressed questions of observance 
at the expense of questions of ethics—Jewish -ethics—and 
whether the message of the pulpit is not, to that extent, mis 
directed. Isay itis a question. I offer no decided opinion. But I 
do say emphatically that the time has come to be certain that we 
consider a little less whether this or that Jew is keeping the 
Festivals, and a great. deal more whether he is bitten 
with the reckless. get-rich-quick and gambling craze: to ask 
a little less whether he is honouring this or that observance, 
and a great deal more whether he is pursuing a life which will 
end in dishonouring his owu people. And it is time, too, to consider 
whether the moment has now arrived to release ministers from 
some existing duties in order to free them for more personal contact 
with the Jews of their localities. Above all, there ts desperate 
need of two. things. We must recruit men of magnetic 
personality for our clergy; And we must look to the religious 
training of our young. There are crowds of Jewish children in 
London growing up without religious teaching. Think of it, com 
munal leaders and other Jews! What kind of Community are you 
rearing? And what pile of trouble may vou not be laying up for 
the future? Here is the problem of problems! Here is the deadly 
portent! It is Jewish paganism that blunts Jewish feeling. Con- 
demn ~ fires” as much as your right thinking assuredly prompts you 
todo. But don't, for God's sake, shirk the posttive duty that cries 
aloud to be done.

HISTORY AND THEOLOGY. 


Jewish Social Life in Bib'e Times. 


Few of those who attended Professor R. H. Kennett's Schweich 
Lectures in 1931 are likely to forget the inimitable combination of 
scholarship, humour, critical power and literary appreciation which 
they embodied. The lecturer's health was obviously poor, but his 
intellectual faculties were still at their height. But this constituted, 
as it turned out, one of his last public appearances : and the volume 
containing the lectures has now been issued posthumously, under 
the able editorship of Professor Burkitt (ANCIENT HeBREW SocraL 
LIFE AND CUSTOM, AS INDICATED IN LAW, NARRATIVE, AND MBTAPHOR, 
Oxford University Press, 6s. net). The work constitutes in effect a 
complete outline of the social life of the Hebrews in the Biblical 
Age, as incidentally illustrated in the literature of the period. We 
have the full cycle of human existence from birth to the grave; 
a” description of the household interior and domestic. life ; 
economic activities, both rural and urban: 


and, finally. a sketch 
of the administration of justice. In 


support of every detail 
of this admirably minute. picture a_ Biblical reference | is 
forthcoming. The whole is enlivened by little bursts of 
dry humour—as, for example, the suggestion that the common 
maxim concerning the unwisdom of “buying a pig in a poke” may 
be accepted as evidence that at one time, before the activities of the 
R.S.P.C.A., pigs were frequently carried to market in sacks: or the 
assertion that the official English rendering of Exodus ii., 11, is a

Jewish History in the New Testament. 


The importance of the New Testament for the study of Jewish 
history has been somewhat obscured by reason of the virulent ds. 
cussion that bas raged about its importance for the study of Jewish 
ideals. Nevertheless, no serious student can afford to neglect the 
vast amonnt of incidental information upon the condition of the 
Jews in the Roman Empire which is provided, in particular, by the 
Acts of the Apostles. For that reason, the superb presentation of 
that work which Drs. Foakes Jackson and Kirsopp Lake began to 
give to the world a few years ago, under the title “ The Beginnings 
of Christianity,” constituted a literary event of primary importance. 
The Editors deserve every congratulation on having brought the 
first.part of their labours to their conclusion by the publication of 
the fourth volume, consisting of a new English translation and com. 
mentary, together with a fifth volume of additional notes, edited by 
Drs. Kirsopp Lake anl Henry J. Cadbury (Macmillan and Co., Ltd., 
25s. net, each volume’). The volume of notes is the more important 
from the point of view of the Jewish reader, some of the studies 
which it embodies constituting complete monographs, on subjects of 
fundamental importance. Among these may be noted excursuses on 
the Hellenists (pp. 59-73), on Proselytes to Judaism and the so-called 
“ God-Fearers”’ (pp. 74-95), and on the Policy of the early Roman 
Emperors towards Judaism (pp. 277-206)—this last. a valuable study 
by Professor Vincent M. Scramuzza. It is a pity that a work so 
scholarly should be disfigured by such a blunder as a referénce to 
the Jewish rite of Seminkha (sic), and by an allusion in the Index to 
the “Simhat Beth haShoebah,”’ or Festival of Water Drawing, as 
though it were the title of a book! 


The Jewish Liturgy. 

One passes from this stately work, backed up by the scholastic 
and material resources of two worlds, to a slender yolume of a very 
different nature which carries on the tale. Dr. Abraham L. Schechter 
is a young American Rabbi who made his name known three years 
ago by the production of a xyolume of studies in Jewish liturgy, and 
who now occupies a pulpit in Houston. Finding the vast expanses 
of Texas not conducive to the development of intellectual life, and 
the distance from the great American Jewish centres almost 
insuperable, he set himself to stimulate a more intense local 
interest in literary matters. Accordingly, he has organised 
an annual convention of Texas Rabbis, at which matters of common 
interest are discussed. In remembrance of the remote precursor of 
the modern University Extension System in ancient Babylonia, this 


‘institution has been given the time-honoured name Aallah. Three 


of Rabbi Schechter's papers, read before this body, have now been 
published in book form (LECTURES ON THE JEWISH LITURGY: Jewish 
Publication Society of America, Philadelphia). In this work, the 
author discourses learnedly of Rabban Gamaliel LIL., in his capacity 
as reorganiser of the synagogal liturgy; on the Prayer-Book of 
Maimonides (and, therein, such perennial topics as the repetition of 
the Silent Amidah and the recitation of the weekly scriptural 
lessons out of an ordinary copy of the Pentateuch); and, finally, 
Cabbalistic interpolations in the liturgy. The author apologises for 
the fact that his treatment has been handicapped by financial 
considerations, coupled with the remoteness of great Jewish libraries ; 
to which disadvantages critics might add an excessive naivity. 
Nevertheless, one cannot fail to admire the courage and devotion 
responsible for the production of the volume. 


Rabbinic Judaism. 


Canon Lukyn Williams, of course, surveys Jewish problems from 
another angle. His TALMUDIC JUDAISM AND CHRISTIANITY (S.P.C.A., 
2s. net) is an endeavour, successful in the main, to show that the 
Talmudic literature affords trustworthy evidence of the nature of 


Rabbinic Judaism in the age of Jesus. Yet, theological considera- 


tions on one side, it is difficult to accept the corollary that the 
light-hearted religion” of Rabbinic Judaism was wanting indepth, 
and that there was an inadequate perception of the enormity of Sin, 
which required to be supplemented (or rather substituted) by the 
teachings of Christianity. The work is dedicated to the memory of 
the Rev. Peter Hammett Mason, late President and Hebrew Lecturer 
of St. John’s College, Cambridge, with whose name are coupled 
those of Solomon Schiller Szinessy and Israel Abrahams. Another 
aspect of the same age was treated by Dr. A. Marmorstein in one 
of the series of lectures on the Destiny of Man, delivered before the 
society for Promoting the Study of Religions, and reprinted in its 
JOURNAL OF TRANSACTIONS for January, 19338 (Luzac and Co., 2s.).. In 
this the learned Rabbi outlines, with customary erudition, the Jewish 
view (or rather views) regarding the future life in the Biblical and 
Post-Biblical epochs. In the same séries, Mr. Reuben Levy (who. is 
to be congratulated upon his recent doctorate) contributes a paper 
on Man and the Universe according to Islam. 

Where these works end, the late Mr. Laurie Magnus began, in 
his THe JeWs IN THE CHRISTIAN Era. This has now been re-issued, 
with identical format. binding, and (as far as one can see) date, at a 
reduced price (Ernest Benn, Ltd.. 8s. 6d. net). It constitutes an

Notes on Books poe Authors. 


One of the most promising phenomena of recent years has been the 
intensification of the Jewish spirit among our University students. The 
literary expression of this deserves, therefore, a specially warm welcome. 
[tis pleasant to see once more Tiik JEWISH ACADEMY, published by the 
Inter-University Jewish Federation of Great Britain and Ireland at the 
very moderate price of threepence. The contents are varied enough to 
suit all tastes and the format is admirable. A long lease of life is to be 
hoped and (for once) expected for this new venture. 

Somewhat more ambitious is AITH AND KIN, the magazine of the 
University of Wales Jewish Students’ Union-Society, which has just 
made its bow at the price of two shillings. There is a foreword by Mr. 
Lloyd George. in which he calls attention to the points of contact between 
the Welsh people and the Jews ; and the contents include articles by Dr. 
F. W. Schoberth, Lily Tobias and the Rev. H. Jevevitch. It is not often 
that a production of the sort reaches so high a literary standard. 


Very different in style and in scope is HASOKER—a Hebrew quarterly 
which has begun to appear in Budapest, in orlJer to fill part of the gap 
left by the disappearance of the ever-to-be-lamented HAZoren. The 
contents of this new publication, which comprises only articles by Drs. 
L. Blau and D. Ss. Lowinger,. can hardly be described as humanistic: but 
perhaps future issues will prove more attractive. Both the JEWISK 
QUARTERLY. REVIEW and KIRJATH SEPHER published in their April 
numbers articles by Professor Norman Bentwich—in the former case an 
interesting study on “ The Greco-Roman view of Jews and Judaism in the 
Second Century.” The paralle! issue of THE REVIEW OF ENGLISH STUDIES 
contained an attempt to sketch the background of the historical Shylock, 
in which Dr. Cecil Roth demonstrated to his own satisfaction that (contrary 
to what is generally imagined) that worthy must have been an Ashkenazi 
and not a Sefardi. - 

Apropos of Venice, it is perhaps worth while calling attention toa 
study by Raffacle Giacomelli on the word “Ghetto” in a recent issue of the 
ARCHIVUM ROMANICUM. In this, the author successfully demolishes the 
etymology (from “ Borghetto,” or “ Little Burgh”) given in the Oxford 
English Dictionary. It can hardly be said, however, that he sueceeds in 
establishing the hoary alternative which he prefers, from the Hebrew (Cet. 
That-term, after all, refers to the formal act of separation : it could never 
have been applied tothe place. There is no doubt whatsoever that the 
first Ghetto, in Venice, was so called many years before the Jews had 
any connection with it. 

Professor Abraham Galante has published in HAMENORA, the organ of 
the Oriental Lodge of the B'nai B'rith, and subsequently as an offprint, an 
article on the ** Pacradounis,’’ whom he describes as an Armenian Jewish 
sect and suspects to be descended from the Lost Ten Tribes. He bases 
his conclusions on certain similarities of rites aud of language between the 
Jews of the Levant and the Armenians, in whom he is interested. His 
reasoning, however, is a little unconvincing. Rather than a sect, one 
should speak of a tribe with one or two unusual practices. In fact, 
there appears to be a vast amount of Jewish lore which, whether by reason 
of acommon origin or of reciprocal influence, may be traced among various 
peoples of the East. The search for the Lost Ten Tribes, it seems, must 
continue. 

Two booksellers’ catalogues recently issued call for special notice. 
Messrs. Foyle have now issued a Catalogue (Hebraica—Modern and 
Classical Hebrew) from their recently established Hebrew Department. 


Mr. Leon Simon contributes a Preface, in which be very properly com. | 


mends Messrs. Foyle’s enterprise. The Catalogue serves as a useful short 
guide to works available in Hebrew on many topics. Catalogue 21 (N.8.), 
issued by J. J. Leighton, Ltd., of Great Russell Street, is largely devoted 
to scarce works of Jewish interest.

One of the most promising phenomena of recent years has been the 
intensification of the Jewish spirit among our University students. The 
literary expression of this deserves, therefore, a specially warm welcome. 
It is pleasant to see once more THE JEWISH ACADEMY, published by the 
Inter-University Jewish Federation of Great Britain and Ireland at the 
very moderate price of threepence. ‘The contents are varied enongh to 
suit all tastes and the format is admirabic. A long lease of life is to be 
hoped and (for once) expected for this new venture. 

Somewhat more ambitious is AITH AND KIN, the magazine of the 

University of Wales Jewish Students’ Union Society, which has just 
made its bow at the price of two shillings. There is a foreword by Mr. 
Lloyd George. in which he calls attention to the points of contact between 
the Welsh people and the Jews : and the contents include articles by Dr. 
Fr. W. Schoberth, Lily Tobias and the Rev. H. Jerevitch. Lt is not often 
that a production of the sort reaches so high a literary standard. 
Very different in style and in seope is HASOKER—a Hebrew quarterly 
Which has begun to appear in Budapest, in orlJer to fill part of the gap 
left by Whe disappearance of the ever-to-be-lamented HAZoren. The 
A A new publication, which comprises only articles by Drs. 
L. Blau and D. S. Lowinger, can hardly be described as humanistic ; buat 
perhaps future. issues will prove more attractive. Both the JEWISH 
QUARTERLY REVIEW and KIRJATH SEPHER published in their April 
numbers articles by Professor Norman Bentwich—in the former case an 
interesting study on “ The Graco-Roman view of Jews and Judaism in the 
Second Centurv.” The paraliel issue of THE REVIEW OF ENGLISH STUDIES 
contained an attempt to sketch the background of the historical Shylock, 
in which Dr. Cecil Roth demonstrated to his own satisfaction that (contrary 
to what is generally imagined) that worthy must have been an Ashkenazi 
and not a Sefardi. 

Apropos of Venice, it is perhaps worth while calling attention toa 
study by Raffaele Giacomelli on the word “Ghetto” in a recent issue of the 
ARCHIVUM ROMANICUM. In this, the author successfully demolishes the 
etymology (from “ Borghetto.” or “ Little Burgh”) given in the Oxford 
English Dictionary. It can hardly be said, however, that he suecceeds:in 
establishing the hoary alternative which he prefers, from the Hebrew (Get. 
That term, after all, refers to the formal act of separation: it could never 
have been applied tothe place. There is no doubt whatsoever that the 
first Ghetto, in Venice, was so called many years before the Jews had 
any connection with it. 

Professor Abraham Galante has published in HAMENORA, the organ of 
the Oriental Lodge of the B'nai B'rith, and subsequently as an offprint, an 
article on the ** Pacradounis,"’ whom he describes as an Armenian Jewish 
sect and suspects to be desccnded from the Lost Ten Tribes. He bases 
his conclusions on certain similarities of rites and of language between the 
Jews of the Levant and the Armenians, in whom he is interested. His 
reasoning, however, is a little unconvincing. Rather than a sect, one 


should speak of a tribe with one or two unusual practices. In fact, 


there appears to be a vast amount of Jewish lore which, whether by reason 
of acommon origin or of reciprocal influence, may be traced among various 
peoples of the East. The search for the Lost Ten Tribes, it seems, must 
continue. 

Two booksellers’ catalogues recently issued call for special notice. 
Messrs. Foyle have now issued a Catalogue (Hebraica-—-Modern and 
Classical Hebrew) from their recently established Hebrew Department. 
Mr. Leon Simon contributes a Preface, in which be very properly com- 
mends Messrs. Foyle’s enterprise. The Catalogue serves as a useful short 
guide to works available in Hebrew on many topics. Catalogue 21 (N.5.), 
issued by J. J. Leighton, Ltd., of Great Russell Street, is largely devoted 
to scarce works of Jewish interest.

AMERICAN JEWISH CONGRESS JOINS THE BOYCOTT 


Strengthening “The Iron Ring 


AMERICAN JEWRY LEADS THE WAY. 


Complete Ostracism of Goods and Shipping. 
Plans for Child Refugees. 


From our Correspondent.—NEw York. 

The National Executive Committee of the American Jewish 
Congress, at an emergency meeting on Sunday last, decided to 
join the nation-wide boycott against German goods. There was 
only one dissenting vote. The boycott resolution was adopted in 
spirit : the exact details of it will be worked out and wil! provide 
for the co-ordination and integration by Congress of a'‘l the 
existing agencies and sporadic endeavours under a_ unified 
leadership, charged with the eo'e authority of representing 
the common will of the people and equipped with all the necessary 
means for efficient organisation cf the boycott movement. 
The resolution further appeals in the name of common Lumanity to 
all the citizens of the United States, and seeks to enlist the 
cc-operation of organisations and groups of individuals, irrespective 
of race or creed, witha view to making the boycott of German goods 
and shipping airtight and national in seope. Congress was also 
called upon to enlist the co-operation and goodwill of representatives 
of the American Federation of Labour, the Trade Unions and other 
Labour groups for the declaration of a boycott along the lines of 
the announcement of the British Trade Union Congress in July. 

The Jewish Congress was enjoined to start a publicity campaign 
of enlightenment as to the aims and scope of the boycott movement, 
with a view toclarifying the aims of the boycott as being by no means 
directed against the German people but against the barbaric 
methods adopted by the Nazi Government and being as much 
in the interests of the German people as in those of the entire 
human race to combat the Nazi menace. The meeting was transformed 
into a rotable occasion when on the adoption of the boycott resolr- 
tior, a motion was unanimously adopted to invite Mr. Samuel 
Untermyer to the afternoon session. When Mr. Untermyer appeared, 
he was given a rousing reception, and delivered a short address in 
which he complimented Cong: ess on adopting the boycott resolution. 

The speakers included a representative of the German Labour 
movement in America, who urged an intensification of the boycott. 
A boycott not only against German goods but against Jews who 
violated it was urged by Rabbi Jacob Sonderling. who dec'ared that 
he spoke as a German Jew with the knowledge that bis relatives in 
Germany would suffer as a result. 
preceded by a demand by Mr. Bernard Deutsch. the President of 
Congress, and other speakers, that the United States sever diplomatic 
relations with Germany. Mr. Deutsch declared that the American 
public might well ask why the United States Government maintained 
a diplomat'c silence in relation to a country whose treatment of its 
nationals outrages every human instinct, and where Americans are 
repeatedly assaulted and arrested and even forcibly detained: where 
American firms are ordered to dismiss Jewish employees; where 
American shipping interests are discriminated igainst, and where 
the Government has the temerity to send paid propagandists into 
the United States to spread racial hatred and bigotry. 

Dr. Brandt, a German Jew now in America. warned the meeting 
that the differences between various factions of the Nazi party were 
reaching an acute stage and that Jews of other groups would again

lead in this project. The American Government is to be urged to 
make it possible for an appreciable number of these children toente: 
America under a guarantee that they will not become a public burden. 
Another measure calls upon the Jewish Congress to make such 
representations to the League of Nations at the September meeting 
of the Council as will result in intervention by the League on belia!! 
of German Jewry, and appeals to individual members of the League 
to make similar representations. The final measure adopted appea!s 
to President Roosevelt to rescind the executive order of 1930 with 
reference to immigration, and permit refugees to find asy.um in 
America within the limits of the immigration law.

THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 


No. 720.—Derech Eretz. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 

The two Hebrew words, Derech Eretz. denote literally “ the 
way of the land,” or “the custom of the country.’ Among. Jews 
they are used as the ®qaivalent of Mawnets er good form. yon 
say a man has Derech Eretz, you imply that he knows how to 
behave properly. 

Since good manners were one of the aims of all Jewish Educa. 
tion, if is not surprising that there is scattered up and down 
Rabbinic literature advice as to right conduct in the affairs of life. 
There are actually two so-called “ Lesser Tractates"’ in the Talmud 
bearing the name Derech Eretz, and containing wise saws about 
marriage, behaviour at social gatherings, personal conduct in 
intercourse, and the like. Some of the sentiments may sound 
antiquated to modern ears, as that a man should avoid speech with 
women; but there are many that will prove helpful even in our 
own progressive age. I have collected a few by way of illustration. 

The ideal way in all things is the middle way, that which lies 
between extremes. A sensible dictum is that which advises a man 
to be considerate to other people's feelings; “the right way is that 
which is honourable to a man and which also brings him honour 
from mankind.’ So highly was consideration for others accounted 
that the Rabbis expressed the somewhat bold idea—* He in whom 
the spirit of his fellow-creatures takes delight, in him the spirit of 
God likewise takes delight.” One feels that that is the essence of 
religion. It isnot so much prayer or ritual or hymns that is the 
soul of true religion but rather that a man so behaves as to give 
pleasure to his fellows. Maimonides taught that as all men have a 
right to their opinion; that as, often enough, opinions are as the 
poles apart, every one of us should cultivate his own. and should 
walk m the name of his God. (TDN ows wx 55 75°). The great 
rule of life is to meet all men with a pleasant countenance. Those 
who bring happiness to sad people are looked upon as being certain 
of the world to come. Business men are advised to carry on with 
out blaster and hurry; and a distinguished man should hold inter- 
course with his ordinary neighbour in a friendly spirit. 

Delightful is the prescription in regard to visiting the sick. 
This is a duty which has no limit, even to the extent of a hundred 
visits a day, nor in its discharge was there any difference recognised 
between Jews and non-Jews—nor, perhaps we should add to be 
topical, between Semites and Aryans. When asking advice, go to 
the old and not to the young, for the destruction of the old is 
construction, whereas often the constructive ideas of the young 
are only destructive. Above all, live at peace with everybody 

Rules of this kind, the fruit of experience, have helped many to 
choose the right course in life and have undoubtedly disseminated 
Derech Eretz in wide circles of Jewry. One often feels inclined to 
deplore the fact that to-day Jews are not as familiar with the 
principles as they might be. In particular, there is the advice, 
stressed again and again in every generation, of being considerate 
to other people. This was brought home to me recently by the 
receipt of letters from two correspondents. The one reported that. 
visiting a Christian friend in the country,a man who was an admirer 
of the Jewish people, he was informed that the organisation of 
fights on Sundays between Jewish boxers was creating much ill 
will against Jews among people whose opinions are of consequence. 
The other touched upon a similar trouble. He described how ina 
good class neighbourhood one Sunday morning the Christian 
inhabitants going to Church were disturbed by the sound of jazz 
strains emitted by a barrel organ in the garden of a Jewish 
neighbour. The local women Zionists had arranged a fair for the 
afternoon, and during the latter part of the day and well into the 
night, the place resembled Hampstead Heath on a Bank Holiday. 

Now I am prepared to admit that in both these cases the 

offenders of whom complaint was made were entirely within their 
rights. They pay rates and taxes, and the people in the second 
case might argue that they are entitled to do what they like in their 
own garden. Besides, does not the good cause warrant their con- 
duct? Those in the first case could well say that since many places 
of amusement are open on Sundays why should they not provide 
boxing matches ? 
. “ No one would say that in both cases anyone was breaking the 
law. But in both cases the conduct noted was not Derech Eretz. 
lt may have been within the law ; it was not good form. Jews have 
always prided themselves on being considerate to other people's 
feelings—even to their prejudices. Sunday in this country is a day 
of rest. For thousands of Christians it is a day of prayer and 
religious exercises. It is accordingly not Derech Eretz to pay no 
attention to these sentiments. Jews have always had a high 
standard of neighbourliness. In each case complained of the Jews 
concerned fell far away from the o!d Jewish ideals. 

One cannot help reflecting that events’ in Germany should 
bring home to Jews the need to cultivate Derech Eretz. Our 
younger people -especially, often unconsciously and without 
thought, are guilty of conduct that is anything but Derech 
Eretz. Let me offer an illustration in my own experience. 


1 was staying with a friend in London some little time ago, 


when the warm evenings were so glorious. Opposite to us 


there lives a Jewish family of apparent respectability. The 
father and mother are what some people would term “ foreign”’— 
quiet, unassuming folk, who give the impression of being incapable 
wantonly of hurting any human creature. But the house is full of 
young adults, and, blessed as the family appears to be with this 
world’s goods, they own two or three motor-cars. On Sunday night 
as a rule when they return home from their summer outings, the 
street rings with their cries of delight and the hootings of the cars. 
“Other people live in the str@et; the} @@sire to be falling asleep 
about midnight. But the noise is not conducive to sleep, and there 
is nothing but to wait patiently for the youthful spirits to retire. 
All this I was told by my host. But I experienced it myself in large 
measure while I was steving with miy friend. It seems the Jewish 
neighbours opposite gave a party. A line of cars adorned the road 
for several hundred vards each side of ‘the house. I went to bed 
that night, browsed about in the Bible. and in due course settled 
down to sleep.. But lLwas prevented. Loud cries of “Good night, 
everybody!” were heard from across the way. A concourse of 
people straggled from the house, talking to each other in loud 
voices. giving directions as to the cars, which hooted incessantly. 
I stood at my open window and watched the young folk. They were 
just merry. But they were utterly unconscious of the noise they 
were making. preventing many a neighbour from going to sleep, 
and creating the impression that Jews are a rowdy lot. Yet they 
were doing nothing wrong. They merely lacked Derech Eretz. 

You could easily multiply examples both from town and from 
the seaside. Take one from town. Go down Finchley Road on a 
Saturday morning about noon or so. The Jewish women have done 
their shopping ; their men-folk, coming from Synagogue, meet them ; 
and they promenade attractively along that shopping centre, lending 
colour and movement to the landscape. The women are good. 
looking. graceful and vivacious; the men well-cared for and dressed 
in Synagogue attire. A philosopher might rejoice atthe sight. But 
all the people walking in the Finchley Road are not philosophers 
and unfortunately an impression is formed in their minds not com. 
plimentary to Jews. Yet the Jews are not doing anything wrong. 
Thev are merely without Derech Eretz. 

At prize distributions we are invariably informed that the 
quality of our religions education is uniformly good. Not a single 
Examiner's Report but sings the praises of the work done. We teach 
our children the Ten Commandments and the Creeds, the major and 
minor feast Daves, the histor’ of the Judges, the Prophets and the 
Kings. But while we efficiently discharge our duty in these directions, 
we apparently fail to impart Derech Eretz to our young people. Ip 
view of events in Germany. one cannot help wondering sometimes 
whether Derech Eretz should not come first in all our religious educa 
tion. After all. Derech Eretz is merely good form. Many of us are most 
particular about good form in dress, in food, in amusement. But 
in personal conduct. especially in intercourse with our Christian 
neighbours, we are apt to forget Derech Eretz. We are apt to be 
too noisy. too vivacious: so much concentrated on our own job as 
to forget that we have a duty to other people. It is not done 
deliberately. It is sheer thoughtlessness. But Derech Eretz would 
help us. Every Jew in this country might with advantage place as 
a motto in a prominent position in his house and in his motor-car : 
“He in whom his fellow-creatures find delight may be certain tha‘ 
in him God also will find delight.

NEW HOPE FOR GERMAN JEWRY 


“The Country of their Ancestors Must be Given to Them” 


MANY TRIBUTES TO THE LATE DR. ARLOSOROFF 


Mr. Sokolow's Address. 


“ The Falsehood of Assimilation.” 
i\From our Special Representative —PRAGUE.] 


MONDAY. 

The largest hall in Prague, the Lucerna Hall, which can 
aecommodate 5,000 people, was packed from floor to ceiling 
to-night for the opening of the Congress by the President, Mr. 
Nahum Sokolow, and there were thousands more outside unable 
to obtain admission. A melancholy feature was the complete 
absence of German delegates. | 

Professor Masaryk, the President of the Czechoslovakian Republic, 
sent a personal representative to the opening. There was an 
official representative from the League of Nations, and the diplomatic 
representatives in Prague of the Governments of Great Britain, 
France, Italy, Poland and other States were present. 

4 large body of police in uniform and plain clothes was on 
iluty inside and outside the Hall. Some of the delegates have been 
accorded special police protection. 

A portrait of Theodor Herzl, the founder of the Zionist Organi- 
sation, decorated with Zionist and Czechoslovakian flags, was 
hung behind the Chairman's seat. An empty chair, draped 
in black, was placed conspicuously on the platform to the right of 
Mr. Sokolow,in memory of the late Dr. Chaim Arlosoroff, the head 
of the Political Department of the Jewish Agency Executive in 
Palestine, who was murdered there in June. 

Mr. Nahum Soko!ow. the President of the Jewish Agency, 
received a tremendous ovation when he called the Congress to 
order. A choir of Jewish singers from the Berlin Opera House and 
from several province al German opera houses who have been dis- 
missed because they are Jews, and have formed a tonring company, 
then sang Hebrew songs. 


The Opening Speech. 

Mr. Sokotow began his once... address in Hebrew, and 
continued for a time in French. then rturned to Hebrew. which 
he employed for the greater part of bis addvess, though he delivered 
some of it in English; notably bis references terthe German situation. 

After welcoming the delegates and paying a graceful tribute to 
Czechoslovakia and President Masaryk, Mr. Sokolow said: 


~ We come together on this occasion in a time of tribulation 


and suffering. Anti-Semitism has recently struck a deadly blow at 


our people in the Diaspora. Emancipation has been shaken at its 
foundations, which have been thrown into confusion as by an 
earthquake. We are suddenly faced with the ruins of Jewish 
emancipation in a great country in Europe. 

“The falsehood in our midst, the falsehood of assimilation and 
mimicry, endeavoured to make our people believe that Anti-Semitism 
was a passing episode which would be quickly overcome, a bogey to 
frighten chiidron.

RELATIONS WITH THE MANDATORY POWER. 


THE NEED FOR UNITY, 
TUESDAY. 

Many messages were read by Dr. Gelber, including one from the 
President of the Czech Republic. Haham Dr. Gaster wrote wishing 
the Congress “vigorous action and a _ successful vindication 
of Jewish rights and liberty.” Chief Rabbi Kook, of Palestine, also 
wrote appealing for unity of attion. 

Then followed the Political Report, delivered by Professor SELIG 
BRODETSKY, who spoke in Hebrew. He said: 

“I canpot begin without paying a deeply-felt tribute to my late 
colleague, Dr. Arlosoroff. In the intimacy of our united labours, I Jearnt 
to. admire in him the wisdom of the statesman, the br lliance of the 
thinker, and the devotion of a true lover of his people. 1 shall cherish his 
memory and. consider myself privileged to have worked with him in full 
unison and friendship. 

" We have reached the end of another stage in the process of develop- 
ment which began with the riots of 1929. During the last Congress, we 


‘ were faced with the problem of deciding our attitude towards a Mandatory 


policy of which the salient points were containe 1 in the White Paper as a 
commentary on the Shaw and Hope Simpson Reports and in the Prime 
Minister's letter to Dr. Weizmann, as a commentary or correction cf the 
White Paper. We were asked to accept the assurances of the Prime 
Minister's letter as an indication of a departure-from that policy which 
cancelled immigration certificates already granted, and which threatened 
such restrictions in regard to immigrat.on and land as woukd have made 
our work in Palestine almost impossible. The Seventeenth Congress 
decided toaccept the assurances of the Prime Minister's letter, as furnish- 
ing a possible line of negot@ation for the hammering out of an agreed policy 
which would form the basis of co-operation between the Mandatory 
Power and the Jewish Agency. That this decision was w'se was proved 
by subsequent events. A new High Commissioner went to Palestine, who 
studied our problems with sympathy and understanding. But this Con- 
grcss meets under the shadow of several Government decisions or 
proposals whic): cannot but arouse in us the gravest concern, 


The French Reports. 

‘Ow July 14th, the Governmcnt decision with regard to the French 
Reports was announced by the Colonial Secretary in the House of 
Commons, and at the same time the Reports themselves were published 
without any indication that the statements in the Reports were con- 
troverted and their recommendations disputed by men who speak with 
the authority of two generations of experience. I sincerely hope that the 
Government will not, in respect to land, adopt the principle which has 
been adopted in the past in connection with other Government expendi- 
ture, namely, that it is the business of the Government to look after the 
Arabs, while the Jews can look after themselves. But our concern 
is still greater in regard to the proposed additional restrictions 
upon transactions in land. Such restrict'ons are entirely unjustified. 
We are glad to be able to declare that, in regard to the problem of 
Immigration, Sir Arthur Wauchope has adopted a more liberal policy than 
his predecessors. The larger schedules have been more than justified by 
the remarkable change that has taken place in the economic condition of 
Palestine during the last two years. The argument which is based upon 
the allegation of Jewish so-called * illegal’ immigration into Palestine, is 
more than met by the fact that thousands of Arabs from neighbouring 
lands enter the country without any control. 


Congress and the Jewish Problem. 

* The chief function of this Congress is to achieve what the First 
Congress set ont to do, namely, to place before the conscience of humanity 
the whole Jewish problem in its disastrous width and bitter depth, and 
the approach to the solution of the Jewish problem as we Zionists under- 
Stand it. I am convinced, and I become more convinced with every day 
that passes, that anything that tends to break down the relation of conft- 
dence and co-operation between us and the Mandatory Power is a disaster 
that must be avoided at almost any cost. We Jews have far too few 
friends in the world not to rejoice in the possession of the friendship of 
Great Britain. 

** There is room in Palestine during the next decade for hundreds and 
thousands of Jews, in the next few generations for millions of Jews. 
The more Jews that enter Palestine, the greater the absorptive 
capacity becomes, for we bring into’ the country our energy and our 
poor savings, we bring the belief in. our future, and in the future of the 
country, which is working the wonders which every visitor, Jew or 
Gentile, recognises. The much-advertised prosperity of Palestine js not a 
miracle : it is the reflection of Jewish faith in, and work for, the land. 


The Unity of Zionist Effort. 


‘It is a tragedy that, at this stage in our history, it is still necessary 
to speak to a Zionist Congress about the need for united action and 
solidarity. Somebody said to me the other day that one effect of the 
German situation his bsen fo unify the Jews. I hope this may 
be true. But if it has »:sed the Jews, then surely it should have 
whified the Zionist: ~g5y the very essence of our Zionism, we stand for 
the united wi)! 4f “e Jewish people, and no other organisation or body of 
Jews reyrescuts to any similar degree the united will of the Jewish 
nation. .whis Congress must, once for all, settle the problem of the unity 
ef Zionist effort. Unity of Zionist effort does not mean that all Zionists 


shall think alike, but it can mean and must mean that all Zionists shall 
act a‘ike. The taking of the shekel must be declared as equivalent to the 
acceptance of the discipline of the Congress and the authorities cstab- 
lished by it. 

“It is now possible, I think, to join with us in our effort, organisations 
that have stood aloof from us or even opposed us. The status of the 
Jewish Agency asthe body to advise and co-operate with the Mandatory 
Power needs to be re-asserted and strengthened, perhaps re-defined, 
especially in view of the constitutional experiments that are in the mind 
of the Government. 


Constitutional Change in Palestine. 

“We view with concern the question of constitutional change in 
Palestine, because this may stamp us asa minority, give us a legalised 
position as a minority in the country to. which the question of whether 
Jews are a minority or a majority must not apply. Humanity canno$ 
be indifferent to what happens in Palestine, not only from the religious 
point of view which affects a comparatively smal! fraction of humanity, 
but a'so owing to the political and commercial significance of Palestine. 
The Middle East is related to the lives of not only hundreds of millions 
in Europe but also of that half of humanity that lives in Asia and 
Australasia. It is in the midst of this great junction of the world’s high- 
ways that we are building our Home. Our status there must, therefore, 
be carefully safeguarded and strengthened, so that while through our land 
may pass the great influences of humanity, in the land itself there shall 
become rooted the people to whom it belongs by history. 

“ Finally, Congress must decide upon a course of political action that 
shall make the nations of the world learn the truth about the situation of 
the Jewish people, aud about Palestine as the salvatioa of the Jewish 
people. Above all, Great Britain must learn this. We must plead for 
our nation before other great nations. We must appeal to the League 
of Nations, which represents the concentration of the conscience of 
humanity.” 


Presidium Elected. 
WEDNESDAY. 

M. Leo Motzkin, the well-known French Zionist and member 
of the Actions. Committee, has been elected President of the 
‘‘ongress. He has presided at most Congresses.since the War. After 
a protracted and somewhat stormy session, the Labour group gained 
its first victory, by two votes, on a motion to exclude the Revision- 
ists from the Presidium. There are three Labour and three General 
Zionists on the newly-formed Presidium, which consists of Mesers. 
Motzkin, Ussishkin, Raffgiesen, Kaplansky, Kaplan, Sprinzak and 
(irunbaum,. When the Revisionists were excluded, the Mizrachists 
withdrew in sympathy. 

The Special Committee on the German situation has recom- 
mended that. Congress adopt an agreed resolution on the subject 
which is now being negotiated. 


Mr. Sokolow Reviews World Jewry. 


The German-Jewish Tragedy. 
COLONISATION EXPERIMENT IN RU SIA. 


Thursday. 

Dealing with the question of ~ The present situation of the Jews 
in the world,” Mr. SOKOLOW se.d: 

“ It appears to us as one of the most ominous errors of Bolshevism 
that it has in such an unwarranted and ruthless manner opposed 
the Jewish religion, the highest ideal of the Jew, and Hebraism, the 
quintessence of his culture, and Zionism, his means of self-help and 
his hope for the future—either openly, or, by what is still worse 
than clearly formulated decrees, by the creation of a hostile atmos- 
phere. We are no mercenary nation of shopkeepers, anxious for 
the fleshpots of Egypt. We are the people of the Book.’ We 
demand that which is due to us as an ancient civilised people: 
autonomy and liberty for the. Jewish spirit, as it has revealed itself 
in the thousands of years of its struggles and strivings. 

“There is another point of contact between us and the foviet 
Government, namely the attempts of this Government to found Jewish 
agricultural colonies. It is said that Zionism looks with jealous eyes upon 
those efforts. That is nonsense. On the contrary, we wish every success 
to this beginning. One thing only will be learnt from these experiments. 
The idea of a return toagriculture alone is dead and barren. If, however, 
we instil into it an historical conscicusness, if we set up the latter as the 


aim to be attained for our nationhood, then this idea becomes potent and 
full of promise. 


‘‘A SITUATION ALMOST WITHOUT OUTLET.” 


“The tragedy of the Jewish Diaspora has been revealed in 
Germany in a manner that is without precedent for centuries. We 
Zionists, who have always recognised the nature of the Jewish 
question and work for its solution through @ great enterprise of 
reconstruction, are astonished and indignant at this unexpected 
development of a conflict which has reduced an important part of the 
Jewisly people to a situation that is almost without any outlet. 


‘ But it would be a serious mistake to believe that German Jewry 
alone is affected. Not only the German Jews but the whole of the 
Jewish people is attacked when one speaks of the inferiority of the 
Jewish race and Jewish honour is degraded in so extreme a fashion. 


“Tt is not our task to influence or criticise the internal developments 
of the German people, which has gravely suffered through the War and 
its consequences, But what we are concerned by is the fate ef the Jews, 
which is bound up with these development:. It is impossible for us to 
allow anti-Semitism to rage without making the most emphatic and 
energetic protest. It would be fatal to allow the anti-Semites to believe 
that the substitution of equal rights by a system of the numerus clausus 
is accepted by World Jewry and that the soul of emancipation is dead. 

“ The one-sided occupational structure of the Jews has indeed fesulted 
from historic conditions but has always been felt by us to be abnormal 
and in need of improvement. It has always been one of the principles 
of the Zionist Movement to bring about a re-distribution of occupations. 
But the essence of emancipation lies in the free choice of oceupation. 
If emancipation is not to be turned into a farce, then we must offer 
the most determined resistance to the infringement of rights for

The C. V. ZEITUNG, the official organ of the Central Union of 
German Citizens of Jewish Faith, bas been prohibitec by the police 
until September 2nd. No reason is given. 

The monthly BRESLAUER JUEDISCHES GEMEINDEBLATT, the organ 
of the Breslau Jewish Community, has been suspended until further 
notice “in the interests of public safety and order.” 

The German authorities have banned the entry into Germany 
of the ISRAELITISCHES FAMILIENBLATTY, of Zurich, and the Yiddish 
daily, the MoMENT, of Warsaw. 

The Nazi organ Dig WAHRHEIT has published a warning to 
Jews making them responsible for anti-German propaganda 
abroad. The newspaper declares that Jews are spreading antt- 
German atrocity reports, and tells Jews at home that they will have 
to bear the consequences of the anti-German campaign. 

The contiscation of the property and the arrest of the relatives 
of Jewish refugees is recommended by the DEUTSCHE ZEITUNG, 
commenting on an article by Georg Bernhard, former editor of the 
VOSSISCHE ZEITUNG, in a New York Jewish paper calling for a Jewish 
“ Reparations Commission” to assess the damage done to Jews in 
Germany and collect the corresponding compensation. “One would 
in Germany readily take up the idea of Georg Bernhard ” it sneers, 
“and set up a Reparations Commission, which would see that the 
national Germany indemnified itself at the cost of the property left 
behind by those (Jewish) ¢ aposties of filth. The education of family 
relatives, like those of Herr Scheidemann, in concentr ation cainps, 
is also to be recommended as a salutary measure. 

A Jewess, Frau Sittenfeld, has been arrested in Berlin as a 
hostage for her husband, who is a refugee. Herr Sittenfeld was an 
industrialist with a prosperous business in Berlin before thecoming , 
into power of the Nazis.

The letter came 
into the hands of the police, Who instituted proceedings against 
him, and he was found guilty of assisting in the “ atrocity propa- 
ganda” against Germany.

More “ Unofficial” Arrests. 


An “~ Arvan”™ girl of nineteen, alleged to have had relations with 
, a Jew, was “ unofficially arrested last week at Nuremberg by Nazi 
Storm Troops. They cut off her hair. shaved her head, and .then 
paraded her through the streets. A placard fixed to her shoulders bore 
the inscription “I proffered myself to a Jew.” her shorn hair being 
pinned to the placard. She was then marched through the streets 
and taken from one cabaret to another. In each she was made to 
stand on the stage. the Storm Troopers meanwhile shouting the 
text of the placard at her, interspersed with obscene abuse. Some 
days before, a Jew and a non-lew, alleged to be his mistress, were 
“adorned ” with placards inscribed “1 have dishonoured a German 
woman” and “Il have stirrendered myself toa Jew,” respectively, 
and driven through the streets in an open car. 

A typical story of Nazi blackmail is told by the MANCHESTER 
GUARDIAN. In a little Southern -German town a Jewish man 
was blackmailed by a Nazi. who accused him of allowing his son 
to associate with his—the Nazis-—daughter. The Jew. paid over 
asum of 400 marks, then another 200, and finally 100. When he 
refused further payments the local S.A. were informed. Thev 
displayed a placard outside his house, inscribed: “A Jewish pig lives 
here.” They arrested his son, hung a similar placard round his 
neck and drove. him through the town with jeers ‘and blows. He 
was s0 badly kicked and beaten that his life is still m danger. 

The Municipality of Lauf, in Upper Franconia, which recently 
prohibited Jews using the public baths, has announced that, in spite 
> of the prohibition, Jews have still been seen using the baths, and 
warns them that things will be made very unpleasant for them” 
if thev do not desist from visiting the baths in future. 

It is reported from Berlin that Jews have been forbidden to use 
the Wannsee Lakeside Swimming Bath, the most popular bathing 
resort of the inhabitants of Berlin. 

The Nazis have initiated a violent campaign for the exclusion of 
“Jewish visitors from Herweck-Bad. The Mannheim Nazi organ, the 
HAKENKREUZBANNER, denounces of Herweck-Bad

Jews have been prohibited from visiting the municipa! 
swimming baths and bathing places at Munich. Commenting on 
the order, the Nazi VOELKISCHER BEOBACHTER states: 

We hear that this measure has been enforced owing to ugly incidents in th- 

baths. Apart from the fact that the sight of swarms of Jews, most of whon, 
live in first-class financial conditions, is a provocation and a source of anno, 
anoe to the industrial Christian population, the behaviour of Jews in the bat),. 
is not in accordance with German tastes. To prevent the public being alarme.: 
by further conflicts in these sanctuaries of recuperation, and for the protection 
of the Jews themselves, the municipal authorities have now taken action to th. 
above effect. 
However. the ban has not been officially extended to baths, shower 
baths and so-called medicinal baths installed in separate cabins fo, 
single persons, where the sight of Jews cannot offend the sensitiv: 
German soul. 

A Municipal “race office" has been established at Dortmund, 
and will shortly proceed to “complete the health statistics " 
80.000 school children “in a race-hygienic direction.” 

A circular bas been sent to the many Jewish seatholders of the 
Municipal Theatre in Stuttgart, asking them to abstain from visitiny 
the Theatre in future. It seems to have been completely forgotte,, 
that the Theatre had formerly greatly benefited from donations 
given by Jewish patrons. 

At the general meeting of the German branch of the Austro 
German Alpine Organisation, held in Munich, it was decided not to 
accept any new Jewish members. At the same time, however, the 
meeting rejected the Nazi resolution to exclude the old Jewish 
members, the spokesmen against the resolution pointing out that! 
some of the Jewish members had belonged to the organisation for 
many vears and had rendered it great services. 

A Jewish journalist has been sentenced in Frankfort to two 
months’ imprisonment for wearing a swastika. The accused 
pleaded that alfhough he was a Jew by birth, be had renounced 
Judaism and had even applied for membership to the National 
Socialist Party. The Court rejected the plea, declaring that his 
renunciation of Judaism did not alter the fact that he was a Jew, 
and as such could not be a member of the National Socialist Party 
and had no right to wear the swastika. 

A Jewish vouth, Kart Ihring. aged nineteen, has been sentenced 
in Berlin to imprisonment for three months for appearing in a cafe 
wearing a swastika badge. He declared in Court that he 
wearing the badge for protection against a threatened attack. 


“ Their Backs were Flayed to Ribbons.’ 


While the Jewish owner of a big Berlin store was in his office, 
reports Reuter, two leaders of the firm's “employees cell” entered, 
accompanied by four uniformed Brown Shrrts. All were armed 
with revolvers. The employees accused their chief of having 
Republican materials in a box ina cellar, and without listening to 
his explanation the Brown Shirts took him and his nephew to their

barracks. ‘Two days later the two men were released on the 
intervention of high officials, but not before they had been 


shockingly beaten and their backs flaved to ribbons. 

While on his way from the Synagogue, a Berlin Jew named 
Brandt was seized by Nazis and taken to one of their torture-dens, 
where he was cruelly beaten. When his cries attracted the attention 
of the neighbours and police, the Nazis declared that the Jew had 
insulted Hitler. None of the Nazis was detained by the police, 
although Brandt is now in hospital as a result of his experiences. 

A sentence of imprtsonment for ten months for “ insulting 
behaviour” has been passed on'a Jewish couple of Marburg, who, 
noticing a.detachment of Nazi storm troopers marching past their 
house, closed the windows and drew the curtains. 

The Nazis have now arrested the Jewish manager of the Berlin 
Sports Palace, Herr Erich Kroner, to the joy of the Nazi Press. 
Owing to his great popularity, even the Hitlerist Sports 
Commissioner hesitated to depose him, although the Nazi Press has 
long clamoured for his dismissal. He has now been arrested on the 
charge that he has written to a friend in Paris, censuring the 
Nazi Government in severe terms. 

The well-known Jewish dental surgeon, Dr. Hans Moral, who 
was recently dismissed from his post, has committed suicide. Dr. 
Moral received an invitation to occupy an important post in Warsaw 
and it is believed that his suicide was due to the difficulties experi. 
enced by him in obtaining a permit to leave Germany. 


Putting the Finishing Touches. 


The relief felt by Jewish artisans in Germany at the announce. 
ment of the Artisans’ Federation that Jews could remain members 
of the Artisans’ Organisations (although they could not occupy any 
official posts or be members of committees) has proved short-lived. 
Dr. Rentlen, the leader of the Nazi Kampfbund, has now proclaimed 
that all artisans in Germany will be organised in Nazi cells, to 
which no Jews will be admitted, and that cell-members only will! be 
allowed to work. 

The Prussian Ministry of the Interior has issued an order 
instructing all public bodies that the restrictions in force agains! 
Jewish officials must also apply to all Jewish employees and workers 
engaged on public works. 

The FRANKFURTER ZEITUNG states that the Reich Minister of 
Finance has extended the provisions of the Officials Law to make 
the Aryan Paragraphs apply to persons engaged as tax consultants, 
confidential clerks holding proxy, trade experts holding power of 
attorney, or other employees of any firm who appear on its behalf 
in matters of Customs and Excise. Such persons will have to make 
the following declaration : 


The undersigned, authorised to act for the firm. . . in matters of Customs 
and Excise, dec'ares that, notwilhstinding the most rigorous investigation, n° 
circumstance is known to him which can justify the assumption that he is 0 
non-Aryan origin, or that any one of his parents or grandparents belonged to the 
Jewish religion. 

It is worth noting, the FRANKFURTER ZEITUNG comments, that not 
even those exemptions that are granted in the Officials Law (for 
| Front-fighters, etc.) are to be applied in this instance. — pt 
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On enquiry by Jews excluded from German Labour organisations 
as to whether they might expect any compensation, many of them 
having paid insurance contributions over long periods, they were 
informed that no compensation would be forthcoming, “as Jews 
were considered only as guests in Germany.” 

A Cologne Court has refused to allow a Jew to act as executor of 
a willon the ground that had the testator been alive to-day. she 
would certainly have chosen an Aryan to carry out her last 
disposition, 

The German Architects’ Association has decided to expel all its 
Jewish members, including the world-famoiis architect. Dr. Erich 
Mendelssohn. (Dr. Mendelssohn outlined his future plans in an 
interview which appeared in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE on July 7th). 

The Prussian Minister for Economic Affairs and Labour bas 
ordered a wholesale revision of all licences held by brokers on the 
Corn Exchange. All such licences on the Berlin Exchange will 
accordingly lapse on October 3lst. Fresh licences will be granted 
only to those who pass a test in “ trustworthiness” and who possess 
the necessary qualifications. It is not necessary to state any reason 
for refusing a licence. 

Jews have been excluded from membership of the German 
Union of Advertisers. 

The head of the Singers’ Federation has ordered that affiliated 
associations are not to admit any more non-Arvans and that existing 
Jewish members must be ~ prompted” to resign. Jewish Front- 
fighters are to be tolerated for the present. 

All Jewish employees of the big Dresdner Bank have received 
notice of dismissal to terminate on October Ist. 

Dr. Paul Askenasy, of the Karlsruhe Technical College, Dr. 
Immanuel Herrmann, of the Stuttgart Technical College, and 
Professor Guido Zerkowitz, of the Munich Technical College, have 
been dismissed from their posts. Dr. Askenasy is an ex-soldier. 


Nazis Climb Down in Upper Silesia. 

The Executive of the City Council of Gleiwitz, Upper Silesia, 
has been over-ruled by the central authorities, following a complaint 
by local Jews against a discriminatory regulation contrary to the 
undertaking given by the German Government to the League of 
Nations in June as a result of the petition by Franz Bernheim (who 
is a native of Gleiwitz). The Council at first decided not to give any 
subsidies to Jewish house-owners for the purpose of carrying out 
repairs. Later it was decided to give the subsidies, but on condition 
that no Jewish artisans should be employed on the work. The 
Federation of Jewish Artisans in Upper Silesia thereupon lodged a 
complaint with the Ministry of Economics and Labour, and the 
Council has been instructed that Jewish artisans are to be employed 
on such work in the same way as non-Jewish artisans. 

The probibition against Jews at the public baths and swimming 
pools in Gleiwitz has been withdrawn, and the inscription “ No 
Jews admitted ” has now been taken down. The Wilhelm Park, in 
which the baths and swimming pools are situated, was acquired 
and constructed by the Gleiwitz Municipality with funds donated 
by two Jews, Councillor Friedlander and Herr Guttmann. 

Evidently fearing the consequences of the Upper Silesian 
Jewish petition to the League of Nations against the prohibition of 
Shechita, the Nazi Press is trying to make out a case that the 
Shechita regulations originate not from the Bible but from the 
Talmud, and that consequently they are not Jéwish religious com- 
mandments in the strict sense. At the same time the Ministerial 
Councillor Conti has announced that the prohibition of Shechita in 
Germany will remain in full force. 


Menace to Jewry of Nazi Disillusionment. 


Appeal to Government to Protest. 


The growing danger to German Jewry of the spread of dis- 
illusionment among the lower ranks of the Nazis at the failure of 
their leaders to fulfil their promises, is pointed out in a leading 
article this week in the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN. 

“ The less the Government is able to satify them,” it prophesies, “ the 
more it is likely to intensify the repression of its opponents, partly to 
destroy the seeds of future opposition, partly to satisfy the coarser 
appetites of its supporters since it cannot satisfy their more legitimate 
ambitions. The violent repression of every trace of liberty in speech or 
print or writing is more complete than evcr. 

“The Nazis have foundcd ‘unity’ on a systematic terrorism directcd 
adzainst their political opponents and against the Jews. But the terrorism 
directed against the Jews has a spcec'al advantage. It enables the Nazis 
to exploit not only economic prejudice but racial passion. In Geimany 
anyone who has taken a part in liberal politics or the trade union move- 
ment may be dispatched to the concentration camps, where a brutality is 
practised which the Government does not, though it could, restrain. The 
Government practises also the taking cf hostages.” 

As for the Jews, they are being crushed both physically and 
morally.: “ Where, as in law or medicine, a certain number of Jews 
are still allowed by the letter to practise, administrative means are 
taken to nullify the privilege.” 

They are being dismissed from their employment and barred 
from public life. “In one place after another they are forbidden 
access to public institutions; their youth is harried in the high 
schools and the universities; even the children in the common 
school are sometimes segregated on a Jews’ bench.” 


Words Pass, Persecutions Go On. 


** What is the outside world to do?” ihe article asks, “The protest at 
the League of Nations against the treatment of Jews in Silesia passed like 
a breath, and the German Jews are ground down as never before. Thero 
are relief fands in many countries, but the stream of exiles, political or 
Jewish, grows, the funds diminish, and a fresh flood is threatened during 
the coming winter. Some sort of international effort is needed to raise 
funds, furnish relief and frame plans for the rescttlement of refugees.” 
“ Words pass, the persecutions go on,"’ the article concludes, ** So n the 
Council and the Assembly of the League of Nations will meet at Geneva. 
Must not the British Government find the means somehow to express the 
conscience of the British pcople?”

which our forefathers fought and suffered throughout many generations. 
What we are now experiencing, the false usage of the word ‘ Nation,” has 
always proved pernicious. Whether it bappened in the Forum of Rome 
or St. Petersburg, whether it was Cicero or Houston Chamberlain, 
Drumont or Cuza who assumed the pose of national defenders, whether it 
was European anti-Semites or American Ku-Klux-Klanners who flung 
this slogan into the turmoil of daily politics, it has always been done 
and is done with the intention of making the magic of the word * Nation ’ 
work a8 a political stimulus and everywhere with the same result, attack 
upon the Jewish people, the historic element of minor resistance. 

“It is absurd to attempt to deny the differences among races or 
nationalities. We do not wish to change the world into a cosmopolitan 
mass and to see cvery national individual characteristic swallowed up 
by the community as a whole. Who of us would not cagerly allow 
the sorely-tried German people to enjoy the benefits of peaceful 
progress and prosperity? What we are fizhting against is the form 
of anti-Semitism that has becom? manifest in its midst. The mode of 
apo'ogia previously in vogue must be discarded. Itis no use repeatedly 
mentioning the names of scholars, philosophers and artists that we have 
given toacountry. It is no use repeatedly providing pr. of that one is “a 
German citizen of the Jewish faith,” that one is a patriot. We do not 
need to furnish a proof of our justification for existence on the basis of 
our contributions to this or that culture. Weare as we are and we bear 
the jnstification of our existence in ourselves. 


" The question must come before an international forum. I6 
will perhaps be necessary that a considerable part of German Jewry 
should migrate in a systematic manner, with the help of the 
(rovernment and of the League of Nations, to other countries, 
preferably to Eretz Yisrael. The present situation imperatively 
demands the union of the Jewish people. The greater and the 
more compact our Organisation is, the greater and stronger will the 
feeling of responsibility be of those who have to speak and make 
demands on its behalf.”

There are 306 delegates present, 318 of whom are elected delegates, 
eight are members of the Executive aod 71 are members of the Actions 
Committee who are entitled to speak but not to vote. Some of these have 
been elected also as delegates and, as such, will be entitled to vote, 
bringing the number of votes at the Congress to 332. 

The Actions Committee has decided that delegates and visitors to the 
Congress are not allowed to wear uniforms in the Congress hall. The 
decision has been taken because of a number of members of the Revisionists 
Brith Trumpeldor who appeared in the Congress hall wearing their Brith 
Tram peldor shirts. 

Pro:essor Albert Einstein arrived.in Prague on Tuesday. 

The partisans of the re-entiy of Dr. Weizmann into power have 
received a severe check by the refusal of Dr. Weizmann, who is now in 
Zermatt in Switzerland, to attend the Congress. 

Lord Melchett’s candidature for the Presidency is finding many 
adherents in Poland. The General Zionists, who are now outspokenly 
against Weizmann and will most likely vote against him at the Congress, 
are favouring this idea, as are the Polish Mizrachists.

American Legion Condemns Hitler. 

Resolutions condemning the anti-Jewish persecution in Germany 
have been adopted by the State Convention of the American Legiv:,, 
the organisation of American war veterans who fought in the Grea: 
War, meeting at Pasadena, 1n California. This action, following «©», 
persistent attempts made by the American supporters of the Nay. 
to enlist the war veterans in support. of Hitlerism, is considered a. , 
snub and a rebuke to the American pro-Hitlerist propagandists. 


Non-Jewish Protests. 


Nine thousand prominent non-Jewish American women all 0 
the country have tbigned a letter of protest against the Hitleris: 
anti-Jewish terrorism, which will be sent to the League of Nations. 
and to those newspapers in the countries adjoining Germany whic) 
have a large German circulation. : 

A protest Committee of non-Jewish American women has been 
formed to work against the Hitler persecution. Mrs. Carrie 
Chapman Catt, the famous American suffragette, who is also one of 
the leaders of the International Women Suffrage Alliance is leading 
the Committee. 


A crowd of over 15,000 welcomed Mr. Samuel Untermyer on his 
return from the Amsterdam Conference. Addressing the crowd, M: 
Untermyer said that he had been agreeably surprised by the development 
of the boycott movement. Speaking on the radio, Mr. Untermyer 
delivered an *‘ Appeal to Mankind’ to enforce a counter boycott to the 
German boycott of Jews. He appealed to the American Jewish Com 
mittee to “rid themselves of their timid and ill-considered prejudice: 
and join actively in pressing the boycott. 

The Theological Conference of American Clergy of the Pacific Coast 
which was held in Seattle, concluded with a speech by the Rev. Mr. Ra, 
who, on behalf of the gathering, expressed regret at the persecution of the 
Jews in Germany and sympathy with the Jewish victims of the Nazi 
regime. 


CANADA 


Rioting at Toronto. 


Five Jews and five Hitlerists were taken to hospital at Toronto 
following rioting which broke out when a Swastika was displayed 
at a ball game in which a Jewish team took part. 8,000 police 
reserves were called out and were able to restore order only with 
the greatest difficulty. The Jewish part of the city was patrolled 
all night by police to prevent attacks by roving bands. The 
authorities have promised vigorous action against the Hitlerist 
agitators, and have prohibited any further display of the Swastika 
emblem in the city. | 


HOLLAND. 


League of Nations Union and Germany. 
The League of Nations Union in Holland has made an appeal! to 
the Dutch Government to raise the question of the Nazi treatment 


of the Jews in Germany at the next session of the Assembly of the 
League of Nations. 


AUSTRIA. 
Nazis Sentenced. 
Five Nazis have been sentenced in Vienna to terms of 


imprisonment from three months up to two years, for attempting to 
blow up a Jewish café, by means of an infernal machine. Three 


other Nazis who were on trial in connection with the outrage were 
acquitted. 


PORTUGAL. 


Portuguese Help for Jews.

A powerful pro-Jewish article deploring the events in Germany 
has appeared in the important Lisbon Diario pE Noticias from the 
pen of Dr. Ricardo Jorge, a non-Jew, formerly minister and now 
head of the Health Institute. 

Pro-Jewish sympathy is strong in Portugal and an attempt is 


being made to help refugees by establishing home crafts and 
industries. 


POLAND.—Forty members of the anti-Semitic National Democratic 
Party have been arrested at Czenstochowa, the local National Democratic 
club and National Democratic newspaper have been closed down, an 
eleven people have been sent to prison for two months for attacks on 
Jews in Czenstochowa during the last few days.

TOTTENHAM CONSERVATIVES DISOWN HIM. 

Last Monday evening's meeting at the Tottenham Palais de 
Dance, held under the auspices of the North Tottenham Conservative 
and Unionist Association to reprimand Mr. E. Doran, M.P. for the 
constituency, for his Jew-baiting activities, was marked by dis- 
orderly scenes. 

About two-thirds of the audienca were women, a large 
number of whom, judging by their heckling throughout the meeting 
which lasted over two hours, were, supporters of Mr. Doran. 

Mr. W. J. Richardson, the Chairman of the Association, referred 
to Mr. Doran's absence in Canada and read a letter from Mr. Doran 
which contained a reiteration of Mr. Doran's anti-Jewish opinions. 
Mr. Richards6n's speech against Mr. Doran's attacks on Jews was 
repeatedly interrupted by hostile remarks, one member of the 
audience trying to explain away Mr. Doran's attitude by saying that 
the aliens questions was not one which should be directed against 
Jews only but against all aliens whatever their faith. . 

There were many cries from Mr. Doran's supporters that: “ We 


have nothing against the British Jews; it is the aliens who should 


be kept-out?’ 

Afterwards, Mr. Richardson, who quoted stories of German 
barbarities on Jews from THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, made a vigorous 
speech, and his exposure of the criminality of Jew-baiting seemed 
likely to have some effect on the anti-Jewish members of the 
audience. 

However, two young Jews, speaking in broken English, were 
entrusted with the task of stating the Jewish’ case and though they 
meant well, they hardly improved matters. 

The following Resolution was put: 

That this Meeting of the North Tottenham Conservative and Unionist 
Association, has to-day, August 21st, 1933, not only officially reprimanded 
Mr. E. Doran, M.P., but has expelled him from the Association. This 
Meeting begs to inform Party Headquarters thac the Association intends 
to adopt immediately a prospective Parliamentary Candidate. 

Amid seenes of wild disorder, the Chairman declared the reso- 
lution carried. Mr. Doran's supporters thereupon created further 
uproar, refusing to accept this decision. 

A statement was issued on Tuesday ou behalf of Mr. Doran that 
he has no intention of resigning his seat. On enquiring at the Con- 
servative and Unionist Central Office, THe JEWISH CHRONICLE was 
informed that they looked upon the matter as a purely domestic 
affair. 


JEWISH COOKERY. 


Seasonable Pickles and Preserves. 


Crab Apple Jelly. 
(rab apples, 6 lbs. Rind of one lemon. 
Water, 3 quarts. Four or five cloves. 
Preserving sugar. 

WASH the apples and cut them through in halves. Put them in a 
preserving pan with the water, cloves and lemon rind. Bring to the boil 
and cook slowly till the apples are soft and broken; then strain all night 
through a jelly bag. Next day measure the juice and return to the 
preserving pan, with one pound of sugar for every pint. Cook steadily 
until it sets when tested—about forty minutes. 


Apple Chutney. 
Applies, 6 lbs. weigh after Salt, 4 ozs. 
Sultanas, 2 lbs. peeling). Ground ginger, 2 oz3. 
Onions, 1 Ib, Ground chillies, 3 oz. 
Demerara sugar, 2 |b3. Mixed spice, 1 tablespoonful. 
Vinegar, 1 pint. Two cloves of garlic. 

PEFL and core the apples; skin the onions. Put the sultanas, apples 
and onions through the mincing machine, and put all the ingredients 
together into a saucepan. Simmer gently until all ingredients are 
thoroughly blended-— about three-quarters-of-an-hour. Stir very frequently 
to prevent burning. Uniess the apples are very juicy, it may be necessary 
to add a little more vinegar. 


Pickled Onions. 

Usk the small silver onions. Remove all the skin, but bo careful not 
to cut the bulbs. Use a silver knife to prevent discolouring. Wash the 
onions very carefully free of grit; put them in a dcep bowl, cover them 
with brine and leave for twonty-four hours. Then drain and dry. Put 
them into jars and cover with boiling spiced vinegar. Cover; store in a 
cool, dark place, and keep at least a month before using.

Brine for P:ckles. 


ALLOW one pound of salt to covery gallon of water. 
and bring to the boil. Strain and use when cold. 


Spiced Vinegar. 


Mustard seed, 2 tablespoonfuls. 


Put in a saucepan 


Vinegar, 2 quarts. 
Cloves, 4 oz. A few red chillies. 
Stick cinnamon, 8 inches. Sugar, 4 Ib. 

A few pieces of horseradish. 

BRING all ingredicnts to the boil and simmer fcr two or three minutes. 
This amount of sugar will not make the pickles sweet; it only takes away 
the very acid taste of the vinegar. 

The spices can be varied according to taste.

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The Anglo-German Athletics Match. 


Captain Webber's Protest Demonstration. 


EFFECT ON GERMAN VISITORS. 

A non-Jewish observer who was present at the Athletics Match 
between England and Germany at the White City 
Shepherd's Bush, writes: 

A number of Jews broke the Sabbath last week-end in order 
that the German competitors and visitors at the Athletics Match 
should realise that opinion in England is ranged against the Hitler 
persecution. The first thing I noticed on arriving at Shepherd's 
Bush was a procession of sandwichmen with boards bearing such 
slogans as “ Hitler is not playing the game;” “Jews have proved 
themselves good sports: Why no Jews inGerman teams?” Show 
your resentment at the Nazi persecution.’ Some obvious German 
visitors were dumbfounded to discover such feeling against the 
Leader's” brutality. Three such early arrivals were making 
careful notes of the contents of the sandwich boards (which included 
a reproduction of Captain Webber's Boycott Certificate) and actually 
stopped the procession in order to copy the slogans, 
shock was to come. 


Stadium, 


greater 
At about quarter past two, when there were 
some sixty or eighty Germans awaiting admission, a loud-speaker 
van began cruising up and down. the van facts about 
the persecution were broadeast. Dismay replaced the smiles which 
before had been a pronounced feature. To crown their discomfiture, 
a score of stalwarts distributed pamphlets giving further particulars 
of the atrocious happenings in Germany. : 
Standing

me was a group of middle-class Germans 
(large numbers of the visitors wore Swastika button-hole badges) 
and their coneern was manifest In their conversation. One Nazi 
finally said “ Greuel Propaganda” (Atrocity Propaganda), as though 
it were an order, and the subject was dropped. The demonstration 
was continued until the mecting concluded, when the whole bods 
of demonstrators went quietly home. 


So far as I could judge, there 
were no Jews inside the 


Stadium. There was never the slightest 
sign of an “incident,” and the large number of police present served 
only to swell the very small crowd of about 


7.000 which assembled 
to witness the sports. 


A number of people turned back from the 
Stadium in consequence of the demonstration. 


Inside the Stadium, both the German Republican Flag and the 
Swastika were flying in company with the Union Jack. When 
Deutschland Ueber Alles” was played. the German team (who wore 
the Black Eagle on their vests) gave the Nazi salute, and so did the 
German Pressmen and visitors. At that moment, a Swastika flag was 
visible among the German visitors but it quickly disappeared. The 
crowd watched the proceedings with typical British impartiality— 


until a particuldrly bad foul robbed the British team of whateyc, 
slight chance they had of winning the three miles race. The crowd 
vociferously expressed its disapproval. A microphone appeal “ {,, 
allow the judges to decide in difficult circumstances’ met with a» 
instantaneous response, and quiet was restored. When the res}: 
was announced, however, there was another sporadic outbreak 
which quickly died down. 

An official of the A.A.A. stated that in his view the demonstratioy 
against the Germans had no political significance.

Jews. Everything that he has done has been done with the 
knowledge and wholehearted disapproval of the facts of the 
German persecution, and it is because he believes that as an 


individual he can better assist German Jewry by normally followiny 
his work on various committees, and in writing and broadcasting 
that he continued his activities last Saturday. 

We understand that Mr. Abrahams spent a considerable time on 
Saturday morning with a prominent German athletic official and 
expressed fully his disapproval of the action the German Govern 
ment has taken against Jews.

Jewish Ladies’ Visiting Association. 
[From our Correspondent. | 


At the recent Annual Meeting of the Association held at the 
Jewish Board of Guardians’ Room, Cheetham Hill Road, Mrs. M. 
Harris, the Treasurer, presided, in the absence of the President, 
Mrs. Kalisch. The forty-ninth Annual Report referred tothe recent 
speech of a leading Manchester physician, who had said that the 
part of a town inhabited by Jews showed the lowest rate of infantile 
mortality. The reason, said the doctor, was that even the very 
poorest Jews looked well after their children at whatever sacrifice 
to themselves. That, said the Report, was a flattering tribute of 
admiration to the Community, at such a period of widespread 
poverty and unemployment, and the Association could congratulate 
iteelf on some success in its work of spreading the knowledge of 
hygiene and helping and guiding in various ways,. The Health 
Visitors had paid 6,415 visits, covering every aspect of health, 
maternity and child welfare, and, in addition, weekly attendances 
were made at the Cheetham Infant Welfare Centre. Regular 
visits were paid by members of the Committee to Jewish patients 
in the various hospitals and institutions, and numbers of weakly 
women and children were sent to country and convalescent homes. 
In the Sick Nourishment department, 868 pints of milk wére given to 
21 cases of temporary illness, with additional help of various kinds, 
while 327 pints of milk were given to two chronic sick cases. Regret 
was expressed at the retirement of Miss Braithwaite, the Manchester 
Health Visitor for twelve years, and Miss Sarah Freuthal, who had 
been working for the Association since last November, was appointed 
to the position. Thanks were accorded to the Hon. Auditors, Messrs. 
Womersley and Tweedale, and to the Jewish Board of Guardians and 
Mr. I. Ephraim for their help during the year. An appeal was made 
for the increased help of the Community, as the accounts presented 
showed a decrease in subscriptions and donations. It was stated 
that only the grant from the Ministry of Health had enabled the 
Association to continue its work. The Report and Accounts were 
mlopted. The following were re-elected :

Conference on the Shechita Questicn. 
[From our Correspondent. | 


Mr. Elsley Zeiilyn, Chairman of the Shechita Committee of the 
Roard of Deputies, delivered an address on Monday at the annexe 
of the New Synagogue, Chapeltown Road, to a large gathering 
consisting of members of the local Shechita Board and other Jewish 
institutions. Mr. A. Friedman presided. Mr. Zeitlyn, speaking on 
the essential nature and demands of the new Slaughter of Animals 
Bill, said it would be necessary that be‘ore the Ist of January 
there should be some kind of casting machine instal'ed in every 
-Community. Failure to do so would involve the Jewish community 
in legal trouble, and that would lead to a Chillul Hashem. He 
described the steps that had already been taken for the instal- 
lation of such machines in London, Liverpool, Manchester and 
other communities; and it was obvious, he. said, that Leeds must 
fallinto line. At the present moment, they had the choice of two 
different machines, the Weinberg Pen and the Bieber Te. Mr. Zeitlyn 
assured those present that it was a serious business waich brooked 
no shirking; as it concerned not. only the good name of the local 
community, but_also the reputation of the Jews generally. He 
hoped that the Leeds Community would lose no time in taking the 
necessary steps for achieving the installation of the apparatus. 
The Rey. Dr. J Abelson, Rabbis H. Hurwitz, J- L. Astrinsky and N. 
Sinson, the Rev. M. Cohen, Councillor S$. Wolfson, and Messrs. 
Maurice Stross, Henry Freedman, $8. Adler and M. Marcus took part 
in a discussion. It was unanimously agreed that a Sub-Committee 
be appointed for dealing with the question. Ona the motion of Mr. 
Maurice Stross, seconded by Mr. A. M. Hurwitz, it was resolved that 
the suggestions of Mr. Zeitlyn be adopted, and that arrangements be 
made for the installation of a. casting machine by the end of the 
year. Councillor 8. Wolfson moved a vote of thanks to Mr. Zeitlyn.

German Jews at the Next Olympiad. 


THE VALUE OF NAZI PROMISES. 
(From our Correspondent.—Nrw York«k.) 


The value of Nazi promises is commented on by an Associated 
Press despatch from Berlin to American newspapers, which declares 
that, “ despite assurances of the German Olympic Committee at the 
Vienna Congress on June 8th that German Jews would not be 
excluded from the German teams at the Eleventh Olympiad, later 
utterances by sports leaders make safe the prediction that few, if 
any, will compete for the Fatherland three years hence.” 

The dispatch quotes Hans von Tschammer-Osten, the Federai 
Sports Commissioner, as having carefully explained the German 
attitude at the Vienna Congress on several occasions to Nazi 
meetings, and as having said during the course of an address at 
Cologne: “ You are probably astonished at the position taken by 
Germany at Vienna. Remember, however, that we must take into 
account the attitude abroad. Sports are something to conjure with in 
international relations and it is my duty to improve those relations.” 

A few days later, addressing a meeting in Berlin, he is quoted 
as having eaid: “ We shall see to it that both-in our national life 
and in our relations and competitions with foreign nations, only 
such Germans shall be allowed to represent the nation against 
whom no objection can be raised.” 

This, states the Associated Press, means only one thing to the 
Nazis.

tasteful. The concluding presto is so gay that Charles Wood. 
house was seen to smile. What a contrast to turn from the 
polished wit, the cold and empty culture, of Ravel to the intellectual 
depth and emotional feeling of Elgar's Second Symphony! Each, of 
course, has its place in the culture of the age, just as Ben Jonson 
and Shakespeare had in the Elizabethan, and they are about 
as far apart, and for the same fundamental reason. If there is 
a fault with this Symphony, if is that it is really half-a-dozen 
symphonies. The composer himself conducted and, as always, 
secured a performance of vivid significance. It was not, however, in 
this instance a very subtle performance, points like the softness of 
the entrance of the horns at the beginning of the last movement 
being lost. That, of course, was not Sir Edward Elgar's fault. F.G.S.° 


“ Parsifal.”’ 


The Wagner programme at the Prom last Monday consisted 
entirely of extracts from ” Parsifal.’ This is the least stomachable 
of Wagner's music-dramas, not only because of its outworn creed 
of the struggle between sacred and profane love and its even more 
outworn insistence on the blood-sacrifice, but even more because of 
the uncomfortable feeling of the composer's fundamental insincerity 
that could get vicarious satisfaction from play-acting. The miracle, 
of course, is that so much of the music is.intensely beautiful, and this 
in itself must give us palise hefore accepting this unpleasant feeling as 
a true indieation of the state of Wagners mind and the value of his 
music. Two of these passages of beauty were included in Monday's 
programme, the Prelude and the Gog@ Friday music. Neither was 
played with that magic that it deserves. In the Prelude it was the 
oboe alone that came easily through the strings; there should be 
no need for coming through” at all. We never had that string 
planissimo that is absolutely essential in Parsifal nor, indeed, 
do We often get a real pianissimo from the Prom Orchestra 
under S.r Henry Wood. And one still wonders why the string tone 
has to be so immeasurably inferior to that of the full B.B.C. 
Orchestra, when Arthur Catterall leads. The vocal parts of this 
concert were much better. Oda Slobodskaya, Walter Widdop and 
hioy Henderson sang in English most of the scene in Klingsor's 
garden and the-.closing scene, and they all sang well, though the 
orchestra gaye Mr. Widdop little chance to sing “in thrillingly soft 
tones. 


The Vaughan Williams Pianoforte Concerto. 

The big event at Tuesday's Prom was the second performance 
of Vaughan Williams Pianoforte Concerto, with Harriet Cohen as 
soloist. The work is extraordinary for its vitality, strength and 
compression, and is far removed from the vagueness and repetitive- 
ness of Dr. Williams’ London Symphony period. The composer's 
complete understanding of pianistic qualities is also remarkable 
when one considers that this is his first work in this medium. In 
Tuesday's performance one felt a blurring of outline in what

might be called the third section of the Toccata (after the piano 
and orchestra have rung the changes), and, if it isa legitimate 

complaint, one also found the fugue disappointingly short. Taken 

as @ Whole the Concerto is a really thrilling work that revived 

in one the wish that such new works should be performed twice in 

a concert. The lovely Romanza was not assisted by the woolly 

tiutes of Robert Murchie and his associates, and, for not the first 
time, one wondered whether his name did not really start with the 

etter “S.” Miss Cohen played as well as could be expected on an 

nstrument that could not have been of anyone's choosing. 

No doubt the original pianoforte fell sick, and we should 
be grateful to the village hall that kindly lent its second 

best. The symphony was César Franck’s, which. in spite of 
ts excessive chromaticism, is capable of interpretation as a really 
yreat piece of music. Sir Henry Wood conducted the first 
movement well enough, but the second movement, like a Jew in 
‘iermany, is just there to be trodden on, and Sir Henry could not 
resist the temptation. Instead of playing the movement allegretto 
throughout, as was the composer's clearly marked intention, he 
began lento, and then took the Scherzando section allegro. Sir 
Henry exaggerated all bis points (even to a ritenuto on the cor 
unglais’ A flat at the beginning of the slow movement) and so over- 
emotionalised everything that even the glorious laughing theme 
with which the ‘cellos open the finale had its work cut out to save 
our blushes, and the terrific F sharp which, on its last appearance, 
Sir Henry quite rightly made the climax of the whole symphony, 
became mere vulgar display instead of spiritual exultation. The 
vocalists at this concert were Noél Eadie and Arthur Fear. Madam 
Eadie, though her middle range suggested that she was suffering 
from a cold, sang “ Ah! lo so” well enough, and Mr. Fear gave an 
intelligently considered and beautifully produced interpretation of 
Lystart's air from “ Euryanthe.” It is surely time Weber was given 
a fresh hearing. He was ahead of his time and may not be so very 
much behind ours. 


Solomon and “The Emperor.” 

Solomon began Beethoven's Pianoforte Concer!o No. 5 in E flat 
with the zest of a man who knows his work and loves it. The warmth 
of his welcome bad further spurred him on to give of his best. His 
approach to Beethoven is iituitive rather than intellectual, and 
loses little of the immense cerebration while gaining much 
of the profound emotion. If one may find a fault with such 
an executant it is that Solomon's tone was a little “ glassy.’ In 
the Symphony No. 2 in D, Sir Henry Wood thoroughly enjoyed the 
sharp contrasts he was able to evoke from the forte and piano 
passages in the Scherzo, which have a curious hurried echo effect, 
the abruptness of which is heavily accentuated by the orchestration. 
All things considered, the Symphony received quite a good 
performance. L.G.R
